Equally as venerable as the cen- 
tury-old two-thirds rule and equally 
as distinctive of democratic national 
conventions is the unit rule. Obvious- 
ly, they are as inconsistent as they 

well could be. 

One sharply recognizes majority 
‘rule and imposes it on a helpless mi- 
nority. The other ignores this funda- 
mental principle of American govern- 
ment by substituting the principle that 
a two-thirds vote must be recorded 
in order to make effective a party 
nomination for president or vice presi- 
dent. 

The two-thirds rule requires sup- 
port of a candidate by at least two- 
thirds of the delegates present and 
it being always understood 
that a majority of the delegates, con- 
tituting a quorum, are in their seats

Georgia delegation to the democratic

It is axiomatic with all military au- 
thorities that defense eventually coun- 
terbalances attack. As soon as a new 
weapon of warfare is devised, no mat- 
ter how deadly it may be, scientists 
and engineers immediately set to work 
to find some means of coping with 
the new menace. Bridge, in its struc- 
ture, bears a close analogy to war. 
The cards are the pasteboard armies. 
The players who hold them are the 
staff and commanders. So it is in- 
teresting in a game to watch the 
counterplay of attack and defense.

concerned. He has a reasonably 
safe escape in bidding diamonds, if 
that course later seems ailvisable. 

2— West stretches his holding to bid 
four spades, but, holding five 
trumps and barely 1-2 honor-trick 
short of an immediate Jump Jo 
game, he decides to bare South's 
psychological bid to his partner at 
once. 

3—South now is between the well- 
known devil-and the equally well!- 
known déep blue sea. He elects ‘to 
take a plunge into the salty wa- 
ters, unaware of exactly how it 
will turn out. 

4—As South fears and hopes. 

West paused for some time before 
passing the Penalty Double, but, an- 
ticipating that South had ventured 
far beyond the trick-taking possibili- 
ties of his hand, he elected to let the 
Double stand, and opened his fourth 
best spade. This was ruffed in the 
Dummy, and South then took stock of 
the situation. 

Obviously, to play the hand to ruff 


out two spades must result in a set 
of 1 trick, but South thought he could 
see another way of playing the fiand, 
which, if the fates were kind, might 
give him his contrast. , Therefore, 
after winning the first trick with a 
trump in Dummy, a small heart was 
led. Trouble appeared in the offinz 
when East played the Queen, which 
seemingly was marked as a Singleton. 
If this were true, however, the situa- 
tion was desperate, in any event, and 
South decided not to let it interfere 
with his plan of play. He let East 
hold the trick, hoping for the return 
of a trump. East, however, had other 
plans in‘ mind, and knowing his part- 
ner could read his play of the Queen 
as a singleton, now underled the Ace- 
Queen-seven of clubs. South was 
forced to follow suit, West won and 
returned a heart, which East trumped, 
East now led another club, but South 
put a stop to these tactics by ruffing 
and drawing the adverse trumps. 
South, however. suffered a penalty of 
100 points, which was counterbal- 
anced by his honors, and far more 
than offset in the subsequent post- 
mortem by the revelation of the fact 
that East and West could have made 
five spades, and were only able to 
defeat South’s five diamond contract 
through eminently accurate defensive 
tactics.

BOGEY BANISHING. 
PRAISED BY BANK 


NEW YORK, June 26.—()— 
Bogey chasing in the first half of 1932 
has laid many specters to rest, said 
the Guaranty Trust Company, of 
New York, in a study of business 
conditions today, and has caused a 
“elearing of the atmosphere during 
the past month that gives some prom- 
ise of brighter prospects.” 

“There was the fear that this coun- 
try would be forced off the gold stan- 
dard and was facing complete eco- 
nomic catastrophe,” the analysis said.
